UNIFORM,  DRESS,  EQUIPMENTS,  &c. 

No  officer  or  soldier  of  the  Army  shall  wear  any  other  than 
the  prescribed  uniform,  when  on  duty. 


COATS.

All  offiesrs  shall  wear  a  double-breasted  frock  coal  of  dark  bine 

b,  the  skirt  to  extend   from    one-half  to   three-fourths   the  distance 
from  the  hip  joint  t<>  the  Wend  of  the  knee. 

For  a  G  neral :  Two  rows  of  buttons  on  the  l*n  live  in  each 

row;  placed  by  fours;  the  distance  between  each  row  five  and  o 
half  inches  at  top  and  three  and  one-hall'  inches  at  bottom  :  stand-up 
collar,  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two  inches  in  height,  to  hook 
in  front  at  the  bottom  and  slope  thence  np  and  backward  at  an  angle

otli  ptionally  directed  by  the  commanding  officer.

For  fatigues,  marches,  squad  and  company  drills,  and  other  drills 
to  hen  authorized  by  the  commanding  offic<  r,  mid  far  ordinary  wear: 
A  sack  coat,  of  dark  bine  cloth  or  serge;  falling  collar;  single 
breasted,  with  live  buttons  in  front,  same  as  those  worn  on  the  dress 
coat;  with  black  braid,  one-fourth  of  an  inch  wide,  extending  from 
each  button  and  bnttOn-hole  hack  six  inches  and  terminating  in 
"  herring-bone"  loops. 

The  skirt  to  extend  from  one-third  to  two-third-  the  distance  from 
the  hip  joint  to  the  bend  Of  the  knee,  and  to  be  slashed  at  the  hip  on 
each  side;  a  knot  of  black  braid,  one-fourth  of  an  inch  wide,  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  Cliff,  according  to  pattern. 

The  shoulder-straps  will  'always  be  worn  with  it.  Black  braid 
binding,  one  half  of  an  inch  wide,  around  edgi   of  coat.

Coats  fur  Hospital  Stewards:  Same  as  for  Infantry,  except  the 
facings  to  be  of  emerald  green. 

Coats  for  Ordnance  Sergeants:  Same  as  for  enlisted  men  of  Ord- 
nance. 

Whenever  the  dress  coat  is  worn  by  enlisted  men,  it  will  invariably 
be  buttoned  up  and  hooked  at  the  collar. 

For  fatigue  purposes,  for  general  wear,  and  on  ff  eld  service  :  A 
dark  bine  blouse  of  navy  flannel,  according  to  the  pattern  deposited 
in  the  Quartermaster  General's  Office. 

Blouses  for  winter  wear  to  be  lined. 


BUTTONS. 

The  same  as  now  worn  for  all  Officers  and  enlisted  men. 
keepers:  General  Stall' button.

For  General  Officers,  Officers  of  the  General  Staff,  ami  Staff 
Corps  :   Dark  blue  (doth,  plain,  without  stripe,  welt,  or  eord. 

For  all  Regimental  Of!  cos  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  a  mi  In- 
fantry: Light  blue  cloth,  same  shade  of  color  as  prescribed  for  en- 
listed men,  with  stripe  one  and  one-half  inches  wide,  welted  at  the 
edges;  color,  that  of  facings  of  their  respective  arms,  except  infantry, 
which  will  be  dark  blue. 

Storekeepers:  Dark  blue  cloth,  with  black  .-tripe  one  and  one- 
half  inches  wide. 

For  Chaplains:  Plain  black. 

For  Enlisted  Men  of  all  Arms  and  of  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment :  Sky  blue  mixture,  pattern  now  worn  ;  waistband  three  and  a  half 
inches  wide,  to  button  with  two  buttons  in  front;  pockets  in  front, 
opening  at  top. 

Sergeants  to  wear  a  stripe  one  inch  wide,  color  of  facings;  and 
Corporals  to  wear  a  stripe  one-half  inch  wide,  color  of  facings,  ex- 
cept Infantry,  which  will  be 'dark  blue. 

For  Engineers :  According  to  pattern  in  Quartermaster  General's 

on;. 

For  Ordnance  Seigeants :  Crimson  stripe,  one  inch  and  one- 
quarter  wide. 

/■'or  Hospital  Stewards:  Emerald  green  -tripe,  one  inch  and  one- 
quarter  wide. 

All  stripes  to  be  of  cloth. 

One-third  of  the  trowsers  of  enlisted  mon  issued  on  requisition  shall 
•it  to  p®sts  cut  o'.it  but  not  made  up.     The  material  of  each  pair 
of  trowsers  with  the  buttons,  thread,  needles,  and  all  neeessarv  trim- 
mings, shall  be  rolled  up  in  a   bundle,  securely  fastened  and  marked 
with  the  size  of  the  trowsers. 

Tro\v-ers  for  all  mounted  men  to  be  re-entbrced.    .

CRAVATS. 

For  all  Officers:  Black;  the  tie  not  to  bo  visible  at  the  opening 
of  the  collar.  Neither  cravats  nor  stocks  will  be  worn  by  enlisted 
men  when  on  duty. 


BOOTS  AND  SHOES. 

For  all  Officers:  Shall  be  of  black  leather  and  come  above  the 
ankle. 

For  Enlisted  21  en  of  Cavalry  and  Light  Artillery:  Boots,  to 
•  above  the  swell  of  the  calf  of  the  leg;  shoes,  Jefferson  rights 
and  lefts,  according  to  pattern. 


For  Fnlisted  Men  of  Artillery,  Infantry,  Engineers,  and  Ord- 
nance,and  all  other  Fnlisted  Men  :  Jefferson  rights  and  lefts,  accord- 
ing to  pattern. 

Top-boots  may  be  worn  by  mounted  men. 


HAT  Oli  CAP    (FILL  DRESS). 

For  General  Officers,  Officers  of  the  General  Staff',  and  Staff' 
Corps  :  Chapeau,  according  to  pattern. 

For  Officers  of  Light  Artillery  and  Cavalry  :  Black  felt  helmet, 
with  gold  cords  and  tassels,  ami  gilt  trimmings,  according  to  pattern. 

For  all  Storekee]?ers  :  Forage  cap  of  dark  blue  (doth,  without  braid  ; 
badge  same  as  for  General  Officers. 

For  all  other  Officers  :  Of  dark  blue  cloth,  ornamented  with  gold 
braid  and  trimmings,  according  to  pattern. 

For  Fnlisted  Men  of  Light  Artillery  and  Cavalry  :  Black  felt 
helmet,  same  pattern  as  for  officers,  with  cords  and  tassels  of  mohair — 
red  for  Light  Artillery  and  yellow  for  Cavalry.  Helmet,  ornamented 
with  yellow  metal  trimming-,  as  per  pattern. 

For  all  other  Fnlisted  Men  :  Of  blue  cloth,  same  pattern  as  for 
officers,  ornamented  with  mohair  braid  of  the  same  color  as  facings  of 
the  coat;  trimmings  of  yellow  metal,  according  to  pattern. 


FORAGE  CAP. 

For  General  Officers:  Of  dark  blue  (doth,  chasseur  pattern,  with 
black  velvet  band  and  badge  in  front. 

For  all  other  Commissioned  Officers  :  Of  dark  blue  cloth,  chasseur 
pattern,  with  badge  of  corps  or  regiment  in  front,  top  of  badge  to 
be  even  with  top  of  cap,  and  according  to  pattern  in  Quartermaster 
General's  Office. 

For  all  Fnlisted  Men  :  Of  plain  blue  cloth,  same  pattern  as  Wn- 
officers,  with  badge  of  corps  or  letter  of  company  of  yellow  metal 
worn  in  front  as  for  officers. 


FORAGE  CAP  BADGES. 

For  General  Officers:  A  gold  embroidered  wreath  on  dark  blue 
(doth  ground,  encircling  the  letters  U.  S.  in  silver,  old  English 
charach 

For  Officers  of  the  General  Staff ,  and  Staff  Corps:  Same  as 
for  General  Officers,  with  the  exception  of  those  for  Ordnance  Officers, 
which  will  have  a  gold  embroidered  shell  and  flame  on  dark  blue 
cloth  ground. 

For  OJ  Engineers  :   A  gold  embroidered  wreath  of  laurel 

and    palm    encircling    a  silver  turretted   castle   on   dark    blue  (doth 
ground. 

For  Officers  of  Cavalry:  Two  gold  embroidered  sabres, 
edges  upward,  on  dark  blue  (doth  ground,  with  the  number  of  the 
regiment  in  silver  in  the  upper  angle. 

For  Offi  '(irs  of  Artillery  :  Two  gold  embroidered  cannons,  crossed, 
on  dark  blue  cloth  ground,  with  the  number  of  the  regiment  in  silver 
at  the  intersection  of  the  cross-cannon. 

For  Officers  of  Infantry :  A  gold  embroidered  bugle,  on  dark 
blue  (doth  ground,  with  the  number  of  the  regiment  in  silver  within 
the  bend. 


FATIGUE  HAT. 

For  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men  :  Of  black  t'elt,  according  to  pat- 
tern, to  be  worn  only  on  fatigue  duty  and   on  marches  or  campaigns. 


PLOIFS  FOR  OFFICERS. 

For  General-in-Chief ' :  Throe  black  ostrich  feathers. 
For  other  General  Officers,  for  Officers  of  the  General   Staff, 
and  Staff  Corps:  Two  black  ostrich  feathers.

cocks',  feathers,  to  rise  five  inches  above  the  top  of  the  cap.  front 
feathers  to  reach  the  vizor,  rear  feathers  to  reach  the  top  of  the 
cap,  withgill  ball  and  socket  :  color  of  plume  to  be  red  for  Artillery 
and  white  for   Infantry. 

s  of Light  Artillery  and  Cavalry:  Horse-hair  plume ; 
gilt  ball  and  socket,  plume  to  be  loug  enough  to  reach  the  front  edge 
of  the  vizor  of  the  helmet:  color  of  the  plume  to  be  red  for  Light 
Artillery  and  yellow  for  Cavalry. 


PLUMES  AND  POMPONS  FOR  ENLISTED  MEN. 

For  Artillery:  Red  pompon,  pattern  shape;  hall  and  socket  of 
\  ellow  metal.

.  with  a  hook  attached  to  the  belt  on  which  to  hang  the  sword. 

The  belt  to  he  worn  outside  the  full  dress  coat  and  underneath  the 
undress  sack. 

For  General  Officers  :  Of  red  Russia  leather,  with  three  strip 
-•old  embroidery,  as  per  pattern  now  worn. 

For  all  Field  Officers:  One  broad  stripe  of  gold  lace  on  Mack 
enameled  leather,  according  to  pattern. 

For  all  Officers  of  the  General  Staff,  and  Staff  Coins',  below  the 
rank  of  Field  Officers  :  Four  stripes  of  gold,  interwoven  with  black 
silk,  lined  with  black  enameled  leather,  according  to  pattern. 

For  ('ovqmny  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery  and  Infantry: 
Four  stripes  of  gold  lace,  interwoven  with  silk  of  the  same  color  as 
the  facings  of  their  arms  of  service,  and  lined  with  black  enameled 
leather.

lately  worn. 

On  undress  duty,  marches,  and  campaigns,  officers  may  wear  a  plain 
black  leather   belt. 

For  all Non- Commissioned  Officers:  Plain  black  leather.

General   offers:  Straight  Bword,  gilt  hilt,  silver  grip;  bra 
I  scabbard,  same  as  now  worn. 

For  Officers  of  Light  Artillery  and  <  'avalry  :  Sabre  and  scabbard 
as  now  worn,  and  according  to  pattern  in  Ordnance  Department. 

For  Officers  of  the  Pay  and  Medical  Departments  :  Small  sword 
and  scabbard,  according  to  pattern  in  the  Surgeon  General's  Ollice, 
as  now  worn. 

For  all  other  Officers:  Same  as  the  small,  straight  Bword  now 
worn  by  the  officers  of  the  General  Staff,  and  according  to  pattern 
in  the  Ordnance  Department. 

The  sword  and  sword-belt  will  be  worn  upon  all  occasions  of  duty 
except  stahle  and  fatigue. 

When  not  on  military  duty,  officers  may  wear  swords  of  bono 
the  prescribed   sword,  with   a  scabbard,  gilt,  or  of  leather  with  gilt 
mountings.

For  the   General  of  the  Army:   Of   gold,  with    solid  i 
device — two  silver  embroidered  .-tars,  with  five  rays  each,  one  and 
one-half  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  "Arms  of  the   United  Stat 
embroidered  in  gold  placed  between  them. 

For  a  Lieutenant  <  ':  Three  silver  embroidered  stars  of  five 

each,  respectively,  one  and  one-half,  one  and  one-quarter,  one  and 

one-eighth  inches  in  diameter.     The  largest  placed  in  the  centre  of  the 

crescent ;  the  others,  placed  longitudinally  on  the  strap  and  equidistant, 

ranging  in  order  of  size  from  the  crescent.
